They will rule over all courts, 
over domestic and foreign politics, 
over manpower and the area’s 
economy. They will control all 
forms of public expression and the 
domestic police. There will be cen­ 
sorship of news going to the out­ 
side world, but

“solely on m ilitary necessity” ac­ 
cording to Stimson. 
One of the most im portant agen­ 
cies will be an intelligence section 
which will purge public agencies 
and German Industries of Nazis 
and ruthlessly suppress activities 
of any German underground such 
as the “Werewolves.”

THE HAGUE. May l l —As long 
ago as December, 1943 — seven 
m onths before the invasion of Nor­ 
mandy 
Adolf Hitler had lost faith 
in Germ any’s chance of winning 
the war, one of his chief puppets 
said today. 
Anton 
Mussert, 
Dut* h 
Nazi 
leader, said in a prison cell inter­ 
view' that near the end of 1943 
Hitler told him he “no longer could 
guarantee the future of Europe— 
things were not going as he had 
planned ” 
This 51-year-old Quisling was a 
sorry sight. Little was left of the 
arrogant Quisling who during the 
occupation of 
Holland 
and 
for 
years before strutted in the black 
uniform of a Nazi leader. 
His eyes were red and he rubbed 
them constantly. An unruly fore­ 
lock somewhat remindful of H it­ 
ler’s kept falling in his eyes. 
M ussert was seized a t local Nazi 
headquarters 
Monday. 
Now 
he 
wore a plain gray suit, striped 
shirt, and a three-day stubble. 
“I last saw H itler at his East 
Prussian headquarters in Decem­ 
ber, 1913,” he said. “I asked him 
to renew the pledge that the Neth­ 
erlands would have self govern­ 
m ent under the new European or­ 
der 
"H itler said he no longer could 
guarantee the future of Europe — 
th at things were not going as he 
had planned. He said his remain­ 
ing hope was that England and the 
United States would join Germany 
in the battle against Bolshevism.”

Doolittle said he expected a pro- 
i gressive increase of the American 
I air forces in the Pacific.

I forts was envisaged. 
Doolittle said he believed the 
pattern of the Pacific w ar would 
! follow’ that in Europe, first the 
weakening of the enemy by air- 
power, then the occupation by land 
forces.

However, he added, “my feeling 
is th at we will continue to increase 
the size of the airforce there up to 
the point where we will be able to 
complete the job properly.” 
Anderson said the bases on Okin­ 
awa would enable Superforts to 
increase their bomb loads by I 1 a 
tons so they could carry ten tons. 
He pointed o rt that 75 per cent ol 
Japan’s w ar potential would be 
within range of Fortresses, Thun­ 
derbolt, and M ustang fighters fly­ 
ing from Okinawa. 
Doolittle, retracing the E ighth’s 
history in Europe, said they de­ 
liberately tried to sta rt large-s< ale 
air battles in an effort to destroy 
the Luftwaffe. He called the de­

upon which all hopes and plans for 
the successful invasion of Europe 
w'ere built.”

MOST nosebleeds coma from 
some simple cause. A blow on the 
nose Is frequently responsible. 
Many times recurrent nosebleed is 
due merely to picking the nose. 
Of course, when repeated nose­ 
bleed 
develops, 
the 
physician 
should be consulted, since it may 
be a symptom of a rather serious 
condition, such as high blood pres­ 
sure, tumors in the nose, or infec­ 
tions ia the nose. 
However, in most instances, it 
will be noted that the blood is com­ 
ing from the same blood vessel 
each time the attack of nosebleed 
or cpi-taxis occurs. Doctor Sam­ 
uel L. Fox, of Baltimore, believes 
that this type of nosebleed may be 
simply treated by injecting a scar- 
producing solution into the tissues 
beneath the bleeding point. 
If the patient is first seen when 
active bleeding is occurring, some 
clotting substance, such as blood 
plasma, may be applied to the 
bleeding point to stop the hemor­ 
rhage. Then several days later, the 
sclerosing or scarring material is 
injected. 
However, it is found frequently 
that when a chemical is applied, 
the blood washes it away so that 
the bleeding is not effectively con­ 
trolled in all instances. Hence, 
Doctor Fox thinks that the scar­ 
ring solution may be injected at 
once just beneath the bleeding 
point The solution may stretch 
the lining membrane of the blood 
vessel from which the blood is com­ 
ing and produce enough pressure 
to control the hemorrhage.

solution, the lining membrane of 
the no*e is first anesthetized or 
deadened with a local anesthetic, 
on a piece of cotton applied firmly 
against the bleeding area for sev­ 
eral minutes. The cotton is then 
rapidly withdrawn from the nose 
and a sodium psylliate solution is 
injected into the lining membrane 
of the blood vessel just beneath 
the point that is bleeding. If the 
bleeding is controlled in this way 
nothing further is done. 
If the bleeding is not controlled, 
another injection is given after a 
few minutes. 
Doctor Fox has 
never found that more than two 
injections are necessary. Should 
this treatm ent fail, as it might in 
a rare in-lance, the nose may t*e 
packed with cotton which is left 
in place for twenty-four hours. 
Sometimes varicose or dilated 
veins may be noted on the septum 
which divides the two sides of the 
nose. In order to keep bleeding 
from occurring, it is suggested 
that these blood ves-els also be 
treated with a sclerosing solution. 
Doctor Fox has treated more 
than IOO patients, both children 
and adult#, for recurrent or acute 
nosebleed, by injecting a scar- 
forming solution at the site of the 
bleeding point, and has had excel­ 
lent results in each case. No harm­ 
ful effect* were noted in any in­ 
stance. 
The patient may have a feeling 
of fullness in the nose and perhaps 
watering of the eyes or aome 
sneezing when the treatm ent is 
carried out, but these symptoms 
quickly pass away. 
It would appear that this meth­ 
od of controlling recurrent nose­ 
bleed is useful and easily applied.
